BUSINESS BETTER IN SPITE OF CONGRESS 
Statistics ind icate that bo th the cu rrent bu si­ 
ness situ atio n and the bu siness o u tlo o k are im­ 
pro v ing. Many impo rtant ind u stries are d o ing 
better no w than since 19 30 — so me are actu ally 
ru nning ahead o f their 19 29 ex perience. 
A mu ch ask ed qu estio n is: “To what ex tent 
are go v ernment po licies respo nsible fo r the im­ 
pro v ement?” A few think they sho u ld be giv en 
cred it fo r stimu lating bu siness. Bu t mo st bu siness 
men seem to feel that we are mak ing reco v ery in 
spite o f, no t becau se o f, po litical activ ities. They 
think that if co ngress to o k a swing to the right, 
the co u rse o f reco v ery wo u ld be immeasu rably 
accelerated . That is a m atter o f o pinio n — and , 
in the light o f recent presid ential statements, 
there seems little chance that the ad ministra­ 
tio n will go co nserv ativ e. Here are so me bu si­ 
ness briefs o f interest: 


RETAIL TRADE: Well abo v e last y ear, with 
chain sy stems hav ing a particu larly fav o rable 
ex perience. Natio nal Retail Dry Go o d s Asso cia­ 
tio n fo recasts that the fall Reaso n will bring a 10 
to 15 per cent ad d itio nal increase. 


CONSTRUCTION: 
Su bstantially abo v e last 
y ear. Resid ential award s in a recent mo nth were 
143 per cent o v er the same mo nth in 19 34. Gen­ 
eral Mo to rs has anno u nced that it will spend 
$50,000,000 fo r new plant capacity — this repre­ 
sents the largest su m any co rpo ratio n has d e­ 
cid ed to spend fo r bu ild ing in a lo ng time. Fo r 
the first sev en mo nths o f this y ear, ind u strial 
co ntracts to taled $9 9 ,000,000— within a few mil­ 
lio ns o f the to tal fo r the entire y ear o f 19 34. 


FARM EQUIPMENT: Belief is that 19 35 will 
be the best y ear fo r this ind u stry since 19 30. 
Farmers are bu y ing again becau se their ex isting 
equ ipment is inefficient o r wo rn-o u t, and they 
want to replace it. Mo st farm equ ipment manu ­ 
factu rers hav e tak en heav y o perating lo sses in 
recent y ears — no w they are again in the mark et. 


AGRICULTURE: It is fo recast that to tal farm 
inco me fo r 19 35 will be mo re than $1,000,000,000 


o v er 19 34 — which ex ceed ed 19 32 by $1,000,000,000. 
So me cro ps will be sho rt — bu t better prices will 
mak e u p fo r that. At Chicago , inco ming ho g 
shipments recently to u ched an all-time lo w, while 
prices reached highest lev el since 19 29 . 


ELECTRICAL POWER: Do w Jo nes News Serv ­ 
ice, ex pert fact-find ing and fo recasting o rgan­ 
izatio n, say s there is co nsid erable ind icatio n that 
po wer pro d u ctio n in the third -qu arter will es­ 
tablish a new reco rd fo r any co mparable perio d 
in the ind u stry ’s histo ry . Ho wev er, this ex peri­ 
ence may no t be d u plicated in earnings — rate- 
cu ts in many lo calities hav e resu lted in the in­ 
d u stry selling mo re, bu t netting less. The fear o f 
new tax and pu nitiv e legislatio n d isco u rages no r­ 
mal pro gress in the electric ind u stry . 
AIRCRAFT: Big manu factu rers are d o ing bet­ 
ter. The army and nav y are bo th carry ing o n 
aggressiv e air-d efense pro grams and manu fac­ 
tu rers natu rally benefit. 
STEEL: Operatio ns are stable, with price firm. 
Machine and machine-to o l mak ers are especially 
heav y bu y ers o f the basic metal. 
LUMBER: 
Pro d u ctio n has spu rted . This is 
partly d u e to the tempo rary settlement o f labo r 
tro u bles — and partly d u e to the fact that lu m­ 
bermen are pro d u cing heav ily no w in anticipa­ 
tio n o f ad d itio nal Pacific co ast labo r d ifficu lties 
this fall. 
ELECTRICAL MANUFACTURERS: 
Sev enty - 
eight mak ers o f sto rage batteries, ho u seho ld po w­ 
er d ev ices, ind u strial equ ipment, etc., repo rted 
10.5 per cent mo re bu siness in the seco nd qu ar­ 
ter o f 19 35 than in the first. Demand is still 
gaining in mo st parts o f the co u ntry . 
While the fo rego ing are facts, they sho u ld no t 
be tak en to mean that all is clear sailing fo r in­ 
d u stry . Mu ch remains to be d o ne, and co nstant 
fear o f go v ernmental interference, at ex pense o f 
reco v ery , is prev alent. The new tax bill, fo r ex ­ 
ample, seems d estined to be a serio u sly d ampen­ 
ing influ ence o n ind u stry . On the o ther hand , ad ­ 
jo u rnment o f co ngress, which may be effected 
mo mentarily , will be a relief to bu siness.

Many Copies Made 
These original pieces of legis­ 
lation, printed on parchment of 
100 per cent rag, are sent to the 
state 
department 
immediately 
after the President affixes his 
signature. 
The editor of the laws of con­ 
gress in the legal section of the 
historical adviser’s office first 
gets four copies of each law from 
the government printing office. 
Each of these copies is certified 
as a true copy of the original. 
Then one is sent to the bureau 
of the budget, another to the 
treasury, the third to the general 
accounting office and the fourth 
to the public printer. 
A special proof with broad 
margins is run off for the state 
department. 
In these margins 
each law is classified, summar­ 
ized, annotated and catalogued. 


Laws Exceed 500 
When the corrected proof is re­ 
turned to the office of the his­ 
torical 
adviser 
the 
marginal 
references are checked to pre­ 
vious volumes. 
This done the 
copy goes once again to the pub­ 
lic printer for plating. The plat­ 
ing is checked with the second 
revised copy at the state depart­ 
ment then it goes back to the 
printer for binding. 
The secretary of state must 
produce a bound volume of laws 
enacted at each session at the 
end of that session. The 73rd 
congress required two volumes. » 
As the 74th congress entered 
its final week a total of 545 laws 
had been passed. This number 
included 275 public Jaws, 222 pri­ 
vate laws and 48 public relations. 
The signed originals are bound 
and placed in steel cabinets in 
a fireproof room at the state de­ 
partment.
